The letter concluded: “You honor 
neither the words nor our sons by 
using them. We return the scroll to 
you. 
May 
God 
forgive 
you—we 
cannot.” 
The scroll, signed by President 
Truman, said: "In grateful memory 
of John Nlnian Guild, who died in 
the service of his country on 21 
September, 1950. in Korea. 
"He stands in the unbroken line 
of patriots who have dared to die 
that freedom might live, and grow 
and increase its blessings. Freedom 
lives, and through it, he lives in a 
way that humbles the undertakings 
of most men.”

Trapping is an excellent means of 
combat where but a few mice are 
active or where only a few trees are 
likely to be attacked The regular 
flapper trap is recommended, baited 
with rolled hats or other attracting 


cereals. Trapping is economical In 
orchards up to one acre in extent 
and is advisable In all cases where 
poisoning is unwise or unsafe. If the 
traps are set carefully at or in the 
burrow entrances most of the in­ 
vaders will be captured. Field mice 
are not as suspicious of traps as 
house and barn mice. 
Cleaning vegetative litter from 
around young fruit trees or even 
from around old trees before winter 
will reduce dangers of mouse a t­ 
tacks.

“I thought of surrendering, but I 
couldn't remember the Chinese word 
for surrender. 

I 
couldn't look up to see if the atar 
were cut but I could Re! it coming 
down or. my face It was wet ar I 
cold and Just dripped down and 
down I tried to sleep and I guess 
maybe I |iid but it seemed like I 
w'as awake most of the time I was 
too tea red to sleep.

The fir in i kept up during the 
Sunday morning darkness. 
‘‘Tile hill chanced hands and I 
lieard hollering. I knew it was my 
side because tills wasn’t any Chinese 
hollering. I hollered and a medic and 
a BAR (Browning Automatic Rifle> 
man came ever. Tile BAR used his 
bayonet to dig the dirt a..ay and 
the medic cleared the dirt around 
my face I saw the pine trees and 
the sky . . .
